voir in the headwaters of 
proposed dam would be 
near Ariton in Dale County 
with a 13-mile lake back- 
ing up into Barbour County 
and Pike County, 

Congressman George 
Andrews . gave the group 
an outline of the work done 
up to present and reminded 
the audience that this type 
endeavor could only be- 
come a reality if the peo- 
ple of the area really be- 
came involved, 

Andrews explained that 
he felt sure the Public 
Works Committee would 
have long ago appropria- 
ted funds for the entire 
Choctawhatchee River ba- 
sin if the land had not been 
too flat to allow electric 
power production from a 
serles of dams, This draw- 
back made it impossible for 
the Committee to appro- 
priate money when they 
could find no justification 
nor way of returning the 
expended funds to the goy- 
ernment agency accord- 
ing to Andrews, 

A letter was presented 
from Ft, Rucker comman- 
ding General Burdett voic- 
ing his approval of the pro- 
ject and picturing the com- 
pleted project as arecrea- 
tion site for the military 
and civilian personal asso- 
ciated with Ft, Rucker, 

Area mayors speaking 
out in favor of the lake pro- 
ject included Mayor Jack 


Brunson of Elba; Tom Goff 
of Ozark; James Ray, Troy;

,000 members in Bullock, 
Pike, Coffee County an- 
nounced the construction of 
a $150,000 Wood Products 


Plant to be located in the 


town of Midway in Bull- 
ock County. The SACDC 
is a non-profit organiza-

led by its member to re- 
invest its profits to start 
industry in the three coun- 
ty area, 

In making the announce- 
ment Mr. Poe expressed 
his gratitude and that of 
his Board to the Bullock 
County Development Board 
for assisting the SACDC 
in obtaining the Midway 
site and in site develop- 
ment such as roads and 
clearing. Mr. Poe said 
that it was the prompt ac~

Alabama’s February call 
for 305 men is 12 below 
the January call, but the 
nationwide figure is 17,000 
the same as for the first 
month in 197}, Al} are 
earmarked for army duty. 

Caldwell said that under 
Selective Service policy, 
men in the extended 
priority selection group of 
1970 must be ordered for 
induction in January, Feb- 
ruary and March, ahead of 
those In the 1971 pool. 

Those who are in the ex- 
tended priority group are 
Class I-A registrants with 
a 1970 Random Sequence 
Number reached by their 
board, but who were not 
called for induction in 1970, 
Registrants in the 1971 poo] 
are those who reached age 
19 during 1970, received 
thelr lottery or random se~ 
lection number from the 
July , 1970 drawing, and 
who have not received ser- 
vice deferment, or exemp- 
tion, 

Although the February 
call is for 305 men, it 
will be necessary to call
